Report of the Audit of the City's 


Books Was Bt fore the Coun­ 


cil but not Considered 


The re-election of I*. M. Johnson, as 
chief of the tire department, and his 
election to the position of building in­ 
spector wero 
among 
the important 
things done at the meeting of the city 
council Monday evening. 
The long ex­ 
pected report of the expert audit of the 
city’s books was before the citv council, 
several aldermen glancing over the two 
copies furnished, but 
there was no 
action taken regarding it and its con­ 
tents were not even discussed. 
When the president called the coun­ 
cil to order in regular session Monday 
night the following aldermen responded 
to roll call: 
Zakariaseo, Drexler, F a r ­ 
rar, Fogelstrora, Baker, Graham, Toohey 
and President Johnson. 
The minutes of tile previous meeting 
were read an*) approved. 
Alderman Bouch came in. 
Tho city clerk reported 8110 in fines 
and 88.10 for costs in civil cases collected 
and turned over to city treasurer dur­ 
ing March. 
The chief of police reported 13 arrests 
in state cases and three in city cases 
during the same months. 
The report of P. M. Johnson, lire chief, 
was read and accepted. 
The report of dos. Weitzel, street com ­ 
missioner, was read and accepted. 
The electric light committee recom­ 
mended that the minimum rate for elec­ 
tric lights be raised from 50 cents to 75 
cents to cover the co.-t of maintaining 
meters. 
Alderman Zakariasen reported from 
the finance committee that the sinking 
fund commissioners had paid $15,000 of 
sewer bonds of the is-ue of 1887. 
The 
report was accepted and (the action of 
the commissioners was approved. 
Alderman 
Zakariasen 
also 
recoin- { 
mended that $8,000 of electric light 
funds bo turned over to the 
sinking 
fund. 
This occasioned a search for the 
ordinance covering the setting aside of 
such money. 
The street and electric light commit­ 
tees had no report to make. 
Alderman Toohey reported that the 
general sewer is blocked. 
The matter 
was reported to the sewer committee to 
investigate. 
He also called attention to 
mud holes and lack of proper drainage 
in 
East 
Brainerd. 
Referred to tho 
street committee. 
City Attorney Polk read the ordin­ 
ance covering the setting aside of money 
for electric light sinking fund. 
The 
city treasurer was on motion instructed 
to turn over to the sinking fund com­ 
missioners out 
of 
the electric light 
funds the sum of $9,000. 
The council then took up the work of 
allowing bills and accounts against the 
city. 
The pay roll of city police included 
$17 for the killing of dogs. 
Alderman 
Bouck remarked that it was his under­ 
standing that the police department 
was to do the killing of dogs. 
Mayor 
Wise responded that with four police­ 
men for 10,000 people they had enough 
to do. 
W hen bills for gun rent and 
cartridges and from several draymen 
for hauling away dogs were read, there 
were some remarks that it was not very 
cheap work. 
^ 
Alderman Fogelstrom objected to The 
payment of $1 for lease of land on which 
central hose stood, claiming that 
the land was a street. 
He was convinced 
by the other aldermen that the street 
had never been platted 
across the 
Northern Pacific right of way. 
The bill for extra help for electric 
light department because of the repairs 
at the power house was allowed after 
some inquiry by the members.

The resignation of Joe Weitzel, street

received and ac­ 
cepted. 
On motion of Alderman Fa rra r the 
street committee was empowered to em­ 
ploy 
a 
temporary 
foreman 
to take 
charge et the street work for the pres­ 
ent. 
Tho Brainerd Hook A Ladder Co. No. 
I reported its list of membership which 
was approved. 
The matter of repairing and fixing up 
central hose house was loft with the 
tire committee with power to act. 
The liquor license application and 
bond of J. D. Armstrong was presented. 
Alderman Toohey wanted to know if 
the license contained any provisions as 
to selling to minors and Sunday closing 


Tho city attorney replied that the bond 
did, and the license was granted. 
The applications of P. M. Johnson 
and Andy Bennett for the offices of tiro 
chief and building inspector were re­ 
ceived, also those of Jam es Buley and 
John Mutch as drivers of tiro team. 
The application of Dr. Boise for tho po­ 
sition of chairman of board of health 
was also received. 
An informal ballot for 
tiro 
chief 
showed Johnson 7, Bennett 2, Boise I. 
Tho formal ballot resulted Johnson 8, 
Bennett 2. 
Thereupon P. M. Johnson 
was elected chief of the tiro department. 


P. M. Johnson also was elected building 
inspector by the same vote. 
Dr. IL A. Biose was elected ^chairman 
of the board of health. 
A formal ballot was taken for the elec­ 
tion of two drivers for tho tiro team. 
Jas. Buley and Joh n M utch received 
the unanimous vote ami were declared 
elected. 
The street committee was instructed 
to employ some competent person tem­ 
porarily to do engineering work. 
A communication from a majority of 
property owners on South Sixth street 
was presented and placed on tile. 
Mayor Wise asked that the ordinance 
ordering tho killing of dogs be rescinded 
and in lieu thereof a dog pound bo es 
tablishod and all dogs found unmuzzled 
bo empoundod and 
if not redeemed 
within a weeek be destroyed by chloro­ 
form. 
The matter was referred to the 
mayor and city attorney to have an or­ 
dinance drawn covering the matter. 
The meeting adjourned.
